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Tree Planting In 

Southern Alberta 

The Latter-Day Saint com¬ 
munities in Alljerta are unique 
in their tree planting record. 
When, thirty years ago, our pio 
neers came to this treeless plain 
they almost immediately liegan 
to plant trees. At this time 
Western Canada had no prece¬ 
dent or no background in this 
connection. A few trees had 
lieon planted at Regina, Leth¬ 
bridge and Calgary, but it was 
generally thought hopeless to 
attempt any extensive planting. 
Indeed, it was not until four or 
five years later that the Dom¬ 
inion Government began to in¬ 
terest itself in this direction. 
Now it is estimated that the 
(imoney value of tree plantings 
&n the prairies exceeds twenty 
millions of dollars. 

The object of our early plant- 
jugs was to get something grow 
ing quickly that would break 
the monotony of the view and 
check the severe winds. It wan 
necessary to use what material 
was at hand and naturally the 
quick growing varieties were 
largely used. In addition to a 
lack of suitable material there 
there was little or no informa¬ 
tion to guide the people in their 
efforts, fn the face of these 
difficulties it is commendable 
indeed that Raymond has lie- 
come such an oasis. The only 
definite attempt in a civic way 
to plant hardwoods was made 
in the early history of Raymond 
and a few of these excellent 
avenue trees ; remain to the 
credit of the pioneers. 

It is unfortunate that our 
noblest trees have now reached 
their zenith and most of them 
rro failing rapidly. Our cot¬ 
tonwoods and native popllar are 
not long-lived, seldom attaining 
forty years. In the interest o 
our town something should be 
done at once to replace these 
pioneer trees with suiitable 
hardwoods. 

Today we think that it takes 
money to lieautify our surround 
ings, but we should remember 
that without money and with 
very little leisure most of Ray¬ 
mond’s tree planting was done, 
ten times, about the disposition 
In this age we are worrying, of 
of leisure, might we suggest 
that some of it might well he 
dilooted toward civic beautific¬ 
ation.
